W HEREAS the Local Government Board for Ireland have 
made the Provisional Orders set forth in Schedules A. and

5 Government (Ireland) Act 1898 : 

And whereas it is requisite that the said Orders should he 
confirmed hy Parliament : 

Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
10 Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same as follows: — 

1. The Orders set out in the Schedules A. B. and 0. hereto 
are hereby confirmed and all the provisions thereof shall have 
full validity and force. 

15 2. Whereas the Naas (No. 1) Rural District Council has 

borrowed under the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 and the 
Labourers (Ireland) Acts 1883 to 1906 and the Newbridge Town 
Commissioners have borrowed under the Housing of Working 
Classes (Ireland) Acts 1890 to 1896 various sums of money which 
20 in the aggregate exceed by the sirm of two thousand three 
hundred and twenty-six pounds fifteen shilhngs and three pence 
the limits of the existing borrowing powers in respect of the 
Newbridge Urban Electoral Division being an area of chargeability 
within the Naas (No. 1) Rural District.

And whereas for the purpose of the waterworks of the town of 
Newbridge coastituting the Newbridge Urban Electoral Division 
within the district of the said Council a further sum of one 
thousand five hundred and fifty pounds or thereabouts is required 
to defray the expenditure incurred in completing the same and 5 
tlie Local Government Board for Ireland after due inquiry has 
satisfied itself that in the interests of the public health it is 
necessary that the said waterworks should be forthwith completed 
and that further borrowing powers be conferred on the said 
Dural District Council. -j^Q 

Be it further enacted as follows : — 

Notwithstanding the provisions of the Public Health (Ireland) 

Act 1878 the said Naas (No. 1) Dural District Council may 
borrow and shall be deemed to have had power of borrowing 
under the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 in respect of the 15 
Newbridge Urban Electoral Division the said sum of two thousand ' 
three hundred and twenty-six pounds fifteen shillings and three 
pence and the said sum of one thousand five hundred and 
fifty pounds over and above such sum as it shall now be entitled 
to bori-ow having regard to its existing area of chargeability and 20 
the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland may make any 
loan hereby authorised in like manner as if such loan were 
within the powers of borrowing conferred by the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act 1878. 

3. This Act may be cited as the Local Government Board 25

2. The business transferred by this Order shall be administered by a 20 
joint committee of the said county councils with a representation of each .

3. The costs and expenses of the Local Government Board in respect of 
the application for preparation making and confirmation of this Order shall 

be paid by the county councils respectively in such proportion as the Local 25
